history It is interesting to note how ‘national’ the league had been over the years. 

When the NSL started in 1977, Sydney, Melbourne, Brisbane, Adelaide and Canberra were represented. Newcastle joined the 
year after. A national league competition was a revolutionary concept in Australian sport. The other two biggest football codes 
were firmly entrenched in their states of origin — in 1977 the major Australian Rules competition had all of its teams from the 
Melbourne/Geelong region, while rugby league's counterpart competition had all of its teams located within Sydney. 


After a promising start however, the popularity and geographic coverage of the NSL contracted to the extent that by 1987 just 
one team — Adelaide City — existed from outside of Sydney and Melbourne. The turnaround was complete as the AFL (then 
called the VFL) expanded into Sydney, Perth and Adelaide, while the NSW-based Rugby League competition, the NRL (then 
NSWRL) introduced Brisbane and Canberra teams. 


The underlying interest in the NSL was still there however, and by the mid 1990s the NSL became a national league again - 
but this time it was truly a national league with up to nine cities represented, including Perth. Following intelligent lead-up 
work - including a feasibility study which showed that around 100,000 people were involved in the round ball code in WA, a 
backbone of support was now considered strong enough to sustain the expensive business of maintaining a NSL team in 
geographically isolated Perth. 


But was the quality there? A test case was the Perth Kangaroos, who in 1994 entered the Singapore Premier League - a 
competition intending to be a forerunner to a wider south-east Asian league. But this league turned out to a one-year farce - 
only because Perth won every game that season! In 1995 a full-strength West Ham travelled to Perth to play the WA state 
team - WA won this game on penalties after a 2-2 draw. 


Perth Glory's entry in 1996 immediately raised the standard of the NSL where the league needed it most: off the field. The 
Glory’s regular attendances of 15,000 were unprecedented, sponsorship money was huge and suddenly the ‘Perth-model’ was 
the buzzword as other NSL teams wondered how they could emulate the Glory revolution. 


After two years of mid-table performances, the on-field success soon emulated the off-field heights. The Glory reached the 
Grand Final in just its fourth year, drawing 3-3 but losing on penalties in a truly classic encounter to Wollongong Wolves after 
being ahead 3-0. Two years later the club was back at the season climax, but again a loss beckoned, 0-1 to Sydney Olympic. 
Championship honours finally arrived at the third attempt, with a comprehensive 2-0 Grand Final win over Olympic in 2003. 


Perth lost a few prominent players over the 2003 off-season, including Simon Colosimo, Andre Gumprecht (both to 
Parramatta Power) and David Tarka (Nottingham Forest) but more than made up for the losses by signing Tom Pondeljak, 
Wayne Srhoj and Jade North - all three from Sydney Olympic and a large part of Olympic's revival over 2001-2003. The 
club also signed up Shaun Murphy from Sheffield United, who returned to Australia after almost 12 years in England. 
Nothing short of another Championship will satisfy the Glory's fans in season 2003/04.

Two blatant misses — one from either 
team — ensured a scoreless stalemate in 
front of another impressive crowd at a 
blustery Hindmarsh Stadium. 


After a whirlwind season start, with two wins from its first two 
games, the new Adelaide team and the near-capacity 14413 
audience endured a slight reality check against mid-table Sydney 
United. 


‘The visitors could well have returned to Sydney with all three 
points following Brendan Santalab's one-on-one with Adelaide 
United goalkeeper David Scarsella late in the match. From 25 
metres out Santalab successfully chipped over Scarsella, only to 
watch the ball bounce just to the side of the goalmouth in what 
really should have been a match-winner for Sydney United. 


The match started in Adelaide United's favour, and as early as the 
first minute it was Carl Veart who almost nabbed his fourth goal in 
three games when he just missed heading in from a corner. At the 
20 minute mark another strong header from Lozanovski just went 
over ~ and signalled an end to Adelaide's dominance. 


Perhaps lifted by the near-sellout crowd, a young Sydney United 
outfit then outclassed Adelaide until half time. Chances to Franco 
Parisi (38th minute) and Paul Ivanic (44th) almost put Sydney 
United in front, while Adelaide were also lucky not to be caught out 
playing the offside trap on several occasions. Twenty-one year old 
Scarsella made some quality saves and seems to be growing in 
confidence with every match. 


Soon after the break came Adelaide United's golden opportunity 
with Liam Reddy in the Sydney United goal caught stranded as 
Veart lobbed from 25 meters. It was a open goal, but the striker's 
shot went just wide much to the annoyance of a vocal yet tense 
home crowd. 


The second half was played out relatively evenly, with Brendan 
Santalab's frustrating near-miss coming in the 85th minute almost 
snatching an upset away victory. It was Santalab’s first appearance 
for Sydney United in 2003-04 after recently returning from a stint 

in Singapore. 

Perhaps due to the strong wind, the game was marred by many 
misdirected passes and other unpressured turnovers, especially in the 
first half. In the end chances at goal were a rarity and, quite 
surprisingly to many, Adelaide United ended the match without 
getting one single shot on target. 


It was a stark contrast to the debut home match two weeks previous 
when the home team had fired a barrage of shots at goal in a 1-0 
win over Brisbane Strikers. 


Speaking after the game, John Kosmina felt his team overplayed 
the ball too much ~ allowing a young and fit Sydney United to close 
in on the Adelaide United attack too often for the Adelaide coach's 
hiking. Kosmina felt that his side was not quite switched on. Home 
captain Aurelio Vidmar concurred, conceding that the expectations 
on the suddenly high-profile Adelaide United were enormous and 
perhaps the pressure of the occasion had got to the team. 


But not to take anything away from Sydney United: a team written 
off by many at the start of the season revelled in front of the big 
crowd. At the post-match conference coach Grant Lee, with the 
last-gasp near-miss clearly on his mind, seemed overall content with 
his team and praised its high work rate. He gave special mention to 
a very busy Anthony Doumanis, a midfielder traditionally regarded 
for his skill rather than workload. 


It was the first scoreless NSL draw seen in Adelaide since March 


2001.

After the second home match against Sydney United, former 
colleague at "The Advertiser" Michelangelo Rucci, compared the 
general crowd reaction to that of the new fans who saw the 
Adelaide Crows make their debut on the national stage. 

While lacking the knowledge of the experienced supporters, the 
uninitiated newcomers were enthusiastic and ready to learn. 

But, it’s a safe bet that the "Offside" rule would be the most 
difficult for any convert to understand. 

Former players and life-long supporters of the beautiful game 
unleash the loudest howls of protest when a close call on Law 11 
(offside), is given. 

Offside is certainly the most contentious law of the 17 abridged 
rules of the otherwise simple game. 

Quote, "A player is in an offside position if he (or she) is nearer to an 
opponent’s goal line than both the ball and the second last opponent.

There is no advantage if a player receives a ball directly from a 
goal kick, throw-in or corner kick." 

Got it? Good. More good news, however, with new FIFA 
guidelines on the offside rule expected to bring greater advantage 
to forwards and clarifies what constitutes "interfering with play." 
The guidelines were issued to national soccer bodies and while 
they are not a rule change, they will now alter the handling of 
offside decisions. 

In effect, they end offside for players who do not touch the ball or 
directly block the vision or movement of an opponent. 

The guideline should mean the end of a player not directly involved 
in a move being flagged for offside. 

The FIFA circular indicates that the aim of the new interpretation is, 
"To respect the laws of the game and to protect attacking play in- 
tended to result in a goal, which is the ultimate objective in soccer." 
On second thoughts, FIFA may just have complicated matters 
further for uninitiated converts of the code.
